That system is 
aiteing, and not unsuccessfully, to secure both socisl consideration and political 
influence, We are opposed to it because, if history proves any thing, it proves that 
Romaniam exercises a disastrous influence on the well-being of nations; snd still 
mone emphatically are we opposed to it, because it obscures the light of Gospel 
truth; dnd jsaperils the salvation of the souls of men.
